In due course his motion 
for a new trial was overruled by the trial 
court, and he was sentenced to the peniten- 
tlary, Now, after having been actually 
given into the custody of an officer who had 
orders to take him to the penitentiary at 
Joliet, he is again released by the action of 
these judges. I am informed by the state’s 
attorney and other able lawyers who 
watched the case closely that there is no 
reasonable ground for claiming error in the 


case. 
No Error in the Trial. 

“While it is the rule of law that the de- 
fendant is to be presumed innocent until he 
is proved to be guilty, I am emphatically 
of the opinion that this presumption of in- 
nocence should be disregarded after the de- 
fendant has been found guilty by a jury and 
the trial judge has declared that there was 
no error in the trial. Iam informed by em- 
inent lawyers that it is not customary te 
suspend a sentence under such circumstances 
as this case presents, unless the court has 
reason to belleve that there is error mh the 
record. 

„In my opinion the action of these three 
| judges in this case furnishes an example of 
one of the causes for the prevailing disre- 
spect for law in this community. Every 
one knows that no defendant, unless backed 
by wealth and political influence, would re- 
ceive the extraordinarily considerate treat- 
ment that is being given Cooke. A jury 
has said that this man belongs in the peni- 
tentlary and the Judges who aid him in evad- 
ing his well deserved punishment should be 
held to a strict accountability by the pub- 


ie.”

Mrs. Grace Cummings Shaw Kennedy se- 
eured a quick divorce late yesterday afternoon 
from Vernon Shaw Kennedy after she her- 
self, a detective, and a woman friend had 
testified before Judge Chetlain regarding the 
actions of her husband. 

The Kennedys reside at 3524 Michigan ave- 
nue and the wife is the daughter of the late 
Columbus R. Cummings, capitalist. She is 
85 years old and is a sister of D. Mark Cum- 
mings.’ She is a large holder of First Na- 
tional bank stock and other properties andis 
reputed to own one of the finest collections of 
gems in the city. 

Mr Kennedy, who belongs to the Chicago 
Athletic, Chicago, and other clubs, has an 
office in the First National Bank building. 
in a suite with his brother-in-law, Mr. Cum- 
mings. While his wife was securing a di- 
vorce in the afternoon he was playing golf in 
the tournament at Wheaton. He fs a di- 


rector of the Hammond, Whiting and East 


Chicago Biectric company and the Souths 
Chicago City railway company. Formerly 
he was interested im the Kennedy Biscuit 
company. He recently returned from a thir- 
teen months’ tour through Africa. 


Happy for First Ten Years. 

Mrs. Kennedy told the court that she had 
married Mr. Kennedy on May 22, 1889, that 
she had four children, and hed been comper- 
atively happy until the last ten years. Nine 
or ten years ago, she said, she first became 
aware of her husband’s attention to other 
women. 

“A number of my friends,” said she, told 
me they did not care to come to my residence 
because my husband made improper propo- 
sale to them. I heard this from seven or 
eight different channels.“ 

After that, Mrs. Kennedy sald, she lived 
entirely apart from her husband, although 
under the same roof. She said she charged 
her husband several times with having im- 
proper relations with other women and in one 
pase he admitted it. 


Woman Guest Arouses Suspicion. 

“ During the period of a few weeks,” Mrs. 
Kennedy told the court, “I entertained a 
young woman in my house. I had, of course, 
having these former things told me, thought 
it strange that a young girl would be willing 
to stay up so late as she was in the habit of 
doing with a married man. Sometimes it 
was as late as 3 o'clock in the morning. At 
the same time I thought it would be unjust 
to suspect her unless I had evidence to cor- 
roborate it. So I decided to watch. 

“I had retired, but did not sleep. At 3 
o'clock, or maybe a half hour later, I stole 
half way down my stairway. In front of He

Salle streets, a distance of four blocks. The 
cabman waited for him while he cashed a 
draft, a period of about five minutes, Mr. 
Roche says. Then he drove to Rector’s, one 
block away, and dismissed the cabman. 
Marks told him his charge was $1.50. 

That's too much,” said Roche. I'll pay 
50 cents or $1, but not 61.50 

No, sir, not a cent less than $1.50,” main- 
tained Marks. 

“ Well, then, I'l] pay you $1.50, but you'll 
have to earn ft,” returned Mr. Roche, 
“Wait for me hers.

LARGE HEARTED ATHLETES 
__ NOT WINNERS, SAYS DOCTOR. 


}German Physician Gives Interesting 


Observations on Contestants in Olym- 
| pian Games—Why Americans Lead. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO ‘TRIBUNE. } 
‘BERLIN, Oct. 4—However admirable 
large heartednese may be in an ethical sense 


it seems altogether undesirable as a 


ological quality. A German physician pub- 
lishes some interesting comparisons made at 
the recent Olympian games respecting thé 
size and stamina of the hearts of American, 
British, and German competitors. 

He examined the hearts of the Germans be- 
fore the games and at once concluded they 
would not prove formidable rivals. The size 
of their hearts was so abnormally great in 


contests requiring Strength, energy, and en- 
durance it was physically impossible that 
they could succeed. The results proved the 


truth of the forecast. The few German ath- 
letes who won places were possessors of min- 


mum sized hearts. 


In the American sportsmen the heart con- 
ditions are in striking contrast to those of the 
Germans. Many of the American athietes 
had hearts of smaller dimensions than the 


smallest heart the doctor had ever measured 


in a German hospital. Anminvincible sprinter 
possessed the smallest heart among the 
American competitors. 

Among the Englishmen examined by the 
doctor the heart was found to be slightly 
larger than the American heart, although 
it was smaller than those of any other nation. 

The physician cites a curious case. A Ger- 

manandan Englishman competed in the same 
contest. Both were suffering in a similar de- 
gree from a certain indisposition, but while 
he found the Germand heart at the end of 
the struggle had enlarged to double its previ- 
Englishman who was winner 
returned from the contest with his heart 
writer maintains that Ger- 
mans, from a wrong system of training and 
injudicious living, are cultivating serious 
heart and nerve troubles. 


BUELOW FIRM ON THRONE WAR. 


Chancellor Writes ites That Accession of 
Duke of Cumberland in Brunswick 
Is Impossible. 


HOMBURG, Oct. 4.—Two important let- 
ters from Prince von Bülow eto the ministry | 
of the duchy of Brunswick, answering the 
resolution of the diet of the duchy passed on 
Sept. 25,. were published today. Prince von 
Bülow, as chancellor of the empire, and a 
minister of Prussia, declares that the ac- 
cession of the duke of Cumberland to the 
throne of the duchy tis out of the question, as 
the duke is still tolerating anti-Prussian agi- 
tation in order to regain the throne of Han- 
over. 

The two letters indicate that Prussia, in 
accordance with the imperial bundesrath, is 
determined not to allow the duke of Cum- 
berland or hia som to accede to the throne 
of the duchy. 

The duke of Cumberland, a son of George 
I. of Hanover, a cousin of King Edward, and 
a general in the British army, is the rightful 
heir of the last duke of Brunswick, but hav- 
ing refused to comply with the conditions 
which Prussia attached to hie succession, 
Emperor William appointed the late Prince 


Albrecht as regent ot the duchy. The duke

Disarmament Is Progressing. 


Reports of the disarmament operations 
show considerable delay and confusion, but 
no real opposition. On the whole the work 
is proceeding smoothly, and the only com- 
plication encountered was met and disposed 
of today by Gen. Funston, assisted by Gen. 
Agramonte of the disarmament commission. 
It appears that Gen. Asbert's agreement to 
disarm and disband was conditional on the 
surrender and disarmament also of all the po- 
licemen in the town of Guines. Gens. Fun- 
ston and Agramonte went in an automobile 
to Guines to straighten out the matter. 

Upon their arrival the mayor of Guineas, 
Sefior Ayala, absolutely refused to discharge 
the police. Gen. Funston declared that un- 
less the mayor agreed to the conditions an 
armed force would have to be sent to dis- 
arm Asbert’s army, which numbers 1,100 men, 
and that this would possibly result in blood- 
| shed. Argument had no effect on the mayor 

until he was told that he could retain the 
police on the pay roll and reinstate them 
after quiet had been restored.

Gen. Asbert, like other rebel commanders, 
is particularly anxious that every man of his 
command lay down his arms. The reason is 
that these commanders aspire to and expect 
to be prominent factors in political control 
after the next election, and they do not de- 
sire the presence of large bodies of men who 
might rise ‘against them should they be per- 
mitted to retain their arms. 

Eleven hundred members of the militia 
have laid down their arms at Cienfuegos, 
which was regarded as the most delicate 
point in the island. The insurgents there 
hesitated to disarm before their opponents. 

Some hitches occurred in Pinar del Rio. 
where there were a number of Gen. Guerra’s 
troops. Their commanders told Maj. Ladd 
that they had no orders from Gen. Castillo 
to disband. Gen. Castillo was missing and 
Maj. Ladd hunted for him for hours in an 
automobile. Castillo was finally found in 
retirement at the palace of Anita. He said 
the failure to issue orders was all a mistake 
and that he would write them tomorrow.

ARMY OFFICER TRAILS ELOPERS. 


Wife of Russian General and Lieutenant

PARIS, Oct. 4.—Great interest was created 
here today When it was learned that the 
fugitive Russian Lieut. Gabriel Essipoff, ac- 
companied by the wife of Gen. Oushakoff, 
had arrived here today from New York. They 
had come on the steamer Savoie, fying from 
the vengeance of the husband and former 
friend of Lieut.

The elopers fled from St. Petersburg sev- 
eral weeks ago, closely pursued by the gen- 
eral, who tracked them to various cities in 
Europe and finally reached Hamburg two 
hours after they had sailed for New York. 
The general followed on the next steamer, 
only to find upon arrival there that his wife 
and the lieutenant had returned to Burope 
on the Bavole..

here. 


RAILROAD CHANGE IS COMING. 


Executive Committee of Wisconsin Cen- 
tral Returns Proxies and Members 
Will Quit Directorate. 


Miiwaukee, Wis., Oct. 4.—[Special.]—An 
official announcement sent out by Chairman 
William E. Bull, Gerald L. Hoyt, John Cros- 
by Brown, James C. Colate, New York, and 
Henry F. Whitcomb, president, Milwaukee, 
forming the executive committee of the Wis- 
consin Central railroad, settles beyond all 
controversy that the Central is to change 
hands, and algo indicates that this change 
was decidediy unexpected. The notice reads: 

At the closing of the transfer books, there 
was sent to you for signature a form of proxy 
for use at the annual meeting on Oct. v. 
Holders of what is believed would be a con- 
trolling interest in the preferred and com- 
mon stock of the company now have request 
ed a change in the management, and your at- 
torneys, therefore, have tendered their resig- 
nations as directors. In view of this they | 
deem it proper to return herewith the proxy 
signed by you.” 

This significant notice followed a request 
sent to the stockholders under the impression 
that there would be no change in policy, 
directory, or management of the road. 

The notice makes it plain that President 
Whitcomb, Vice President Howard Morris, 
and all other present elective officials of the 
road will retire at the annual meeting ‘in this 
city next week. 

The fact that President Bradford of the 
Chicago, Cincinnati and Louisville road is 
largely interested in the syndicate which 
bought into Wisconsin Central and probably 
will be made its president started a rumor 
that the two roads will be merged. This is 
denied in New York. 


Need More Federal Power. 

“These evils, therefore, must be grappled 
with by governmental action. In some cases 
this governmiental action must be exercised 
by the several states individually. In yet 
others it has become increasingly evident that 

no efficient state action is possible, and that 
we need through executive action, through 
legislation, and through judicial interpreta- 
tion and construction of law, to increase the 
power of the federal government. 

„I we fail thus to increase it, we show our 
impotence and leave ourselves at the mercy 
of those ingenious legal ad@visers of the hold- 
ers ‘of vast corporate wealth, who, in the 
performance of what they regard as their 
duty, and to serve the ends of their clients, in- 
voke the law at one time for the confounding 
of their rivals, and at another time strive for 
the nullification ofthe law, in order that they 
themselves may be left free to work their un- 
bridled will on the same rivals, or on those 
who labor for them, or on the general public. 


How Corporation Lawyers Work. 

“In the exercise of their profession and in 
the service of their clients these astute law- 
yers strive to prevent the passage of effi- 
cient laws and strive to secure judicial de- 
terminations of those that pass which shall 
emasculate them. 

They do not invoke the constitution in 
order to compel the due observance of law 
alike by rich and poor, by great and small; 
on the contrary, they are ceaselessly om the 
watch to cry out that the constitution is 
violated whenever any effort is made to in- 
voke the aid of the national government, 
whether for the efficient regulation of rall- 
roads, for the efficient supervision of great | 
corporations, or for efficiently securing obe- 
dience to such a law as the national eight 
hour law and ‘similar so-called labor stat- 
utes.’ 

„The doctrine they preach would make 
the constitution merely the shield of incom- 
petence and the excuse for governmental 
paralysis; they treat it as a justification for 
refusing to attempt the remedy of evil in- 
stead of as the source of vital power neces- 
gary for the existence of a mighty and ever 


growing nation.” 
Tribute to Justice Wilson. 


President Roosevelt then reviewed the re- 
form measures passed by the recent Penn- 
sylvania legislature, and paid a tribute to the 
memofy of that great Pennsylvanian of co- 
jonial days, Justice James Wilson, signer 
of the declaration of independence, member 
of the continental congress, and justice of the 
Supreme court. 

It was Justice Wilson who laid down the 
judicial maxim that there are no vacancies 
between the limits of. state and national ju- 
risdiction. In other worde, there is no “ no- 
man’s land’’ between the states and the na- 
tional government in which rich corporations 
can find refuge and defy the laws of both 
state and nation. 

It is these vacancies—these “ no-man's 
lande between the state and federal gov- 
ernment—President Roosevelt declared, that 
menaced the republic. He said: 

* Such decisions put us at a great disad- 
vantage in the battle for industrial order as 
against the present industrial chaos. If we 
interpret the constitution in narrow instead 
of broad fashion, If we forsake the principles 
of Washington, Marshall, Wilson, and Ham- 
Uton, we, as a people, will render ourselves 
impotent to deal with any abuses which may 
be committed by the men who have accumu- 
lated the enormous fortunes of today, and 
who use these fortunes in still vaster corpo- 
rate form in business. 


Must Supervise Fortunes. 

All honest men must abhor and reprobate 
any effort, to excite hostility tomen of wealth 
ae such. We should do all we can to en- 
courage thrift and business energy, to put 
a premium upon the conduct of the man who 
honestly earns his livelihood and more than 
hisvlivelihood, and who honestly uses the 
money he has earned. 

But it ie our clear duty to see, in the in- 
terest of the people, that there is adequate 
supervision and control over the business use 
of the swollen, fortunes of today, and also 
wisely tO determine the conditions upon 
which these fortunes are to be transmitted 
and the percentage that they shall pay to 
the government whose protecting arm alone 
enabies them to exist. Only the nation can 
do this work. To relegate it to the statesisa 
farce, and ie simply another way of saying 
that it shall not de done at all. 

Under a wise and farseeing interpretation 
of the interstate commerce clause of the con- 
stitution, I maintain that the national gov- 
ernment should have complete power to deal 
| with all of this wealth which in any way 
goes into the commerce between the states 
and practically all of it that is empicyed in 
the great corporations does thus go in. 


Shun Demagogic Legislation. 

“ The national legislators should most scrv- 
pulously avold any demagogic legislation 
about the business use of this wealth, and 
should realize that it would be better to have 
no legislation at all than legislation couched 
either in a vindictive spirit of hatred toward 
men of wealth or else drawn with the reck- 
lessness of impracticable visionaries. 

But, on the other hand, it shell and must 
ultimately be understood that the United 
States government, on behalf of the people 
of Re United States, has and is to exercise the 
power of supervision and control over the 
business use of this wealth—in the first place, 
over all the work of the common carriers of 
the nation, and tn the next place, over the 
work of all the great corporations which, 
directly or indirectly, do any interstate bus!- 
ness whatever—and this includes almost all 
of the great corporations 


Much Has Been Done. 

The president told of the work accom-

Building Cost $13,500,000. 

The new capitol of Pennsylvania which 
was dedicated, is one of the most beautiful 
and imposing buildings in the United States, 
not only in its archatecture but also in its 
interior decorations and furnishings. Thus 
far the building and its furnishings represert 
an expenditure of about $13,000,000. 

The capitol consists of a main building 
and two wings, the total length being 525 
feet and the breadth 254 feet. The whole is 
surrounded with a dome rising 202 feet above

The $9,000,000 spent in furnishing the 
building has been made a campaign issue by 
the state fusion candidates, who are op- 
posed to the republican candidates. State 
Treasurer Barry alleged there were “ gross 
overcharges "’ in the purchase of the furni- 
ture and other furnishings. 


President Speaks in York.

The president left the mansion shortly be- 
‘fore 3 o’clock and was driven to the Union 
station, where he boarded his special for 
York. There he visited the county fair 
grounds as the guest of Congressman Lafean 
of the York district, and was driven around 
the racetrack. The rain fell during the drive 
and the president’s face was bespattered 
with mud when he left his carriage and 
mounted a small platform in the center of 
the grounds; from which he made the second 
speech.

Plans were made yesterday evening at the 
annual business meeting of the Seventeenth 
Ward Improvement association, which, if 
carried out, will mean a decided reduction 
in the number of cheap amusement resorts 
operating in the locality, strict regulations 
governing their exhibitions, and a closer 
police surveillance. The immediate object 
of the association, which, with the enthusi- 
astic support of Ald. Lewis D. Sitts, it hopes 
to obtain shortly, is the passage of an ordi- 
nance placing close restrictions on the grant- 
ing of licenses to the ent 

Startling conditions were reported by men.- 
bers of the association wno have investigated 
the “5 cent theaters in the neighborhood. 
Milwaukee avenue has proved itself a fertile 
field for these amusement enterprises, the 
number of them increasing month by month | 
until at present there are three and four to a 
block along the more thickly populated sec- 
tions. 


“Theaters”. a Menace and Disgrace. 


„These places have got to be not only a 
disgrace but a menace to this community,” 
said 8. C. Baumeister, the retiring president 
of the association. Their shows are im- 
moral, most of them, and they attract the 
worst kind of a miscellaneous crowd, but 
that is only a small part. 

“The other night a 8 cent theater at 
Chicago avenue and Holt street was raided 
and a crowd of young girls found there at 
1 o'clock with a lot of men. Of course the 
doors were shut and the theater was supposed 
to be closed. Now, we have no reason to 
thank that this sort of thing is not going on at 
other places, and it is a condition that must 
not be allowed to continue. At least we can 
obtain a requirement that the proprietors of 
these places must obtain signatures of con- 
sent from property owners in the neighbor- 
hood to obtain licenses. That will close a lot 
of them.” 

„It 1 can do anything,” sald Ald. Sitte, 
“to help in the drafting and passing of this 
ordinance you can count on me.” 5

Charge Is Made That Former Vice Presi- 
dent of Pullman Company Was Un-

Trial of the suit of three children of the 
late Thomas H. Wickes, for years vice presi- 
dent of the Pullman company, to break their 
father’s will, began yesterday in Judge Han- 
oré’s court.

declare that their father was of unsound 
mind when he signedsthe will, and that he 
was unduly influenced by his nephew, Hugh 
PF.

According to the terms of the will Thomas

homestead at 3910 Prairie avenue, $30,000, 
and other personal property were bequeathed 
to Walden, who had for years acted as Mr.

DEY NURSE FOR CUBA. 

While no one will criticise the attitude 
of President Roosevelt and Secretary Taft 
towards Cuba, and every one must admit 
that the conditions are perplexing, yet it 
must be said that they have led the ad- 
ministration into a trying and difficult 
situation. The United States has set it- 
self up voluntarily as a dry nurse for 
Cuba. It undertook to preserve order, 
and to do this has with its army and 
navy policed territory which, constructive- 
ly, is regarded as alien. Never before has 
an armed force of the United States engaged 
in such an occupation. It has, in Ouba, 
pat down rebellion, subdued: rioters, and 
then invited them to hold elections and 
take over the administration of the gov- 
ernment. 

There is no reason for assuming that 
after elections and the resumption of gov- 
ernment the Cuban rioters will keep the 
peace for any considerable length of time. 
The situation is unprecedented, and un- 
heard of in the experiences of this or any 
other civilized government. When con- 
gress assembles it must act definitely, for 
if we continue the occupation, eventually 
we may do what England did in Egypt. 

We may administer affairs in Cuba, 
denying vigorously any intention of per- 
manent occupation. But the time may 
never arrive when we shall absolutely 
withdraw our forces.

King Frederick's action, therefore, in pay- 
ing old King Oscar the compliment of be- 
ginning hie series of visits at Stockholm as 
if he valued the friendehip and affection of 
the Swedish ruler more than that of any 
other of hie brother sovereigns, has gone 
far toallay Swedish resentment. True, King 
Frederick was received coldiy by the Swed- 
ish population when he arrived at Stockholm, 
but Oscar and his sons most cordially ap- 
preciated the compliment paid to them, and 
when Frederick left he was made the object 
of a friendly popular demonstration.

It is curious that although these rounds of 
visits made by monarchs on their accession 
invariably include a call at Paris on the 
president of the French republic, they have 
not until now provided for a visit to the 
president at Washington. This is the more 
surprising when ome recalls how much im- 
portance the European powers attach to the 
friendship of the United States, which now 
stands in the front rankof great nations. Of 
course there is the excuse that it would be 
impossible for monarchs to pay any visit to 
Washington to the president as long as there 
was any difficulty abqut hie returning the 
visit abroad. Sooner or later the moment 
will come whem the restrictions, written and 
unwritten, that prevent the chief magistrate 
from leaving the United States, will be modi- 
fied, so as to enable him to get into personal 
contact with foreign rulers, and then we 
shall see the latter flocking over here in quite 
as large numbers as in the case of Paris.

President Fallieres’ action in dismissing 
the famous chef in the Biyweée, M. Tesch, and 
in installing in his place a feminine “ cordon 
bleu,“ has excited far more attention and 
discussion at home and abroad than the 
struggle between church and state, and the 
fight against the papacy. While it has been 
a bold move on the part of the chief 
magistrate it has been an extremely 
popular one. For the “cordon bieu” 
appeals much more to the masses ef 
the French population than a chef. 

It is to the infamous Mme Du Barry that 
we ate indebted to this title of * cordon 

jeu,“ applied all the world over to first 
class cooks of the female persuasion. On 
one occasion she had a violent discussion with 
King Louis XV. as to the relative merits 
of chefs and women cooks, Mme. Du Barry 
championing the cause of the latter against 
the king, who insisted that no woman could 
cook. After a banquet, composed of thick 
pheasant jelly, the crust a French roll filled 
with livers of eel pouts, a delicious hash of 
snipe, a supreme of chicken, crayfish cooked 
in Sauterne, a roast pullet, etc., the king 
surrendered, confessed that he had dined 
as became the father of his people, and 
acknowledged the superiority of the women 
cook to the male chef. He asked to age the 
dame, and when she was brought into his 
presence he placed around her nech his blue 
ribbon of the Order of the Saint Esprit, and 
known as the Cordon Bleu, whioh, from that 
time forth, has been the recognized desig- 
nation of a skiliful and successful woman 
cook. 

M. Falliéres is the first of the various presi- 
dents of the French republic te attach im- 
portance to cookery. His prédecessors in of- 
fice were indifferent as to what they ate, and 
allowed free sway to their chefs. Papa 
Fatlieres is, however, individual in his 
tastes, and, being resolved to eat a cuisine 
that he likes rather than to subject his ud 
erly digestion to the experiments of his chefs, 
has installed a cordon bieu ready to defer 
to hie wishes, in place of a chef whose whole 
time was devoted to inventing new dishes, 
indifferent whether or not they were pleas- 
ing to his master. 

Those who have dined at the Mysse since. 
the change are eloquent im praise thereof, 
and there is no doubt that by tickling the 
palates of his native and foreign guests M. 
Fallieres will do more to render his presi- 
dency popular, both at home and abroad, 
than by any of his political acts.

When the need for currency increases, as 
it does every autumn when the crops are har- 
vested, our banks are obliged to pay out la w- 
ful money from their reserves, and in conse- 
quence to raise their rates of interest on de- 
mand and time loans. These operations are 
a source of real loss to the commercial and 
industrial interests of the entire country. 
They work injury to our merchants, to-our 
manufacturers, and to our farmers—in short, 
to all classes of producers. 

“ When, on the other hand, the supply of 
currency is excessive, as it usually isin the 
spring, the consequent congestion of banking 
reserves forces an abnormally low rate of 
interest and so tends to excite a dangerous 
speculative spirit \in our markets and ex- 


changes. 

„Wo believe that this oscillation between 
periods of contraction and inflation is direct- 
ly caused by the artificial and unnecessary 
inflexibility of our currency, due to restric- 
tions which are placed by law upon the issue 
of bank notes.“

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CALL TIME ON WATCH TRUST. 


Speakers in. Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Provided with Evidence 
as to Cheaper Price Abroad. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 4. — [Special.] — 
Watches are being distributed. among its 
speakers by the democratic congressional 
committee to prove its contention that the 
watch trust sells time pieces cheaper abroad 
than at home. The idea is in this way, to 
make a practical demonstration of trust 
methods of selling abroad at prices less than 
those charged the home consumer, These 
watches were sold in England and reimported 
at a cost of freight added, less than the price 
to the American dealer. They cost the com- 
mittee $7.98 each. The trust price here is 
$10.58. Each watch is accompanied by a tag 
containing the number and history of the 
movement and a case showing when and to 
whom sold; and at what price. In this way 
the sale abroad and reimportation can be 
verified.
